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purpose, and any other relevant (i.e., GSA or Commerce) directive. Such disclosure shall not be used to mal<e 
determinations about individuals. 

8. A record from this system of records may be disclosed, as a routine use, to the public after either publication of the 
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disclosed, subject to the limitations of 37 CFR 1 .14, as a routine use, to the public if the record was filed in an application 
which became abandoned or in v/hich the proceedings were terminated and which application is referenced by either a 
published application, an application open to public inspections or an issued patent. 
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
